Your RadioShack Stereo Amplified Listener 
picks up sounds around you and ampiifies 
them for easy iistening. 

its iightweight, compact design makes it easy 
to carry and use aimost anywhere. Take your 
listener along on field trips to amplify nature’s 
sounds. Or, while watching TV or listening to 
music with someone who prefers a lower vol- 
ume level, use the listener to increase the 
sound level for your private listening plea- 
sure. 

Your listener requires stereo headphones 
(not supplied) equipped with a Vs-inch (3.5 
mm) plug. 

Your listener includes these features. 

Dual Electret Microphones — provide a 
natural stereo sound image to give you a 
sense of the sound location. The micro- 
phones’ wide pickup patterns accurately re- 
produce sounds above, on either side of, and 
directly in front of you. 

VOLUME Control — lets you adjust both of 
the listener’s channels at the same time. 

BALANCE Control — lets you adjust the bal- 
ance between the left and right channels for 
the most natural sound. 

ON/OFF/HI Switch — When you set the 
switch to HI, the high frequency sounds are 
boosted to compensate for the ear’s lack of 
sensitivity to these sounds. 

Note: This device is not intended to be used 
as a hearing aid. If you are hearing impaired, 
we recommend that you consult a hearing 
specialist. 


INSTALLING THE BATTERY 

1. Slide the battery compartment cover in 
the direction of the arrow, and remove 
the cover. 

2. Install two AAA 
batteries as 
indicated by the 
polarity sym- 
bols (- 1 - and -) in 
the compart- 
ment. For the 
best operation and longest life, we rec- 
ommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, differ- 
ent types of batteries (standard, alka- 
line, or rechargeable), or rechargeable 
batteries of different capacities. 

• Be sure to observe proper battery polar- 
ity (-r and -). Incorrect battery installa- 
tion can damage your listener. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the level of amplification becomes 
poor or distorted, replace both batteries at 
the same time. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the listen- 
er for a month, remove the batteries. Batter- 
ies can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts. 
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OPERATION 



You can place the listener on a fiat surface or wear it around your 
neck using the supplied cord. 

1. Set VOLUME to MIN (minimum). 

2. To turn on the listener, slide ON/OFF/HI to ON. 

on/oFf/hi 

3. Plug your headphones into the PHONES jack and put them on. balance 

4. Slide VOLUME to the desired listening level. 

5. Rotate BALANCE for the desired left/right balance. 

6. Slide the ON/OFF/Hl to HI to emphasize high frequency sounds if they sound weak. 

7. Slide the ON/OFF/Hl to OFF to turn off the listener.
